Chair Fisher recognized
Rep. Bacon for opening remarks on HSB 166, an Act authorizing the department of natural
resources to establish certain fees at state parks and recreation areas. Following discussion, roll
call vote was taken. Having received 19 Ayes, 1 Nays, 1 Absent, HSB 166 passed as a
committee bill.

Chairman Fisher turned the chairmanship back to Rep. Bacon.
Chair Bacon recognized Representative Huseman for opening remarks on HE 391, an Act

relating to the administration of the state forest nurseries. Following discussion, a roll call vote
was taken. Having received 20 Ayes, 0 Nays, and 1 Absent, HE 391 passed as a committee bill.
